BIG BATTLE PENDING 


AT THE TAGLIAMENTO 


General Cadorna Has Crossed River and Foiled 


Plans of Teutons to Engulf His Army—Ger- 
mans Command AH Bridgeheads From Which 
to Operate—Report Italians Have Lost 180,- 
000 Men and 1,500 Guns. 


ITALIANS DRAW UP FOR BATTLE 


The greater portion of General Cadoma's Italian army apparent- 


ly has crossed the Tagliamento river and probably now stands on the 
•western hank in a new line of defense waiting to give battle there to 
the Teutonic allies. 
• 


The advance of the enemy, although it has been remarkably fast, 


•was not quick enough to carry out the purpose of the military com- 
manders of enveloping the Italians and putting them out of battle 
''rom the Carnic Alps to the head of the Adriatic sea. 


The Italians ]ost heavily in. men and guns captured, the latest 


(reman official communication asserting that more than 180,000 men 
aL.d 1,500 guns -were taken by the Teutonic allies, and also suffered 
terribly from the hardships due to bad -weather and lack of food as 
they made their way across the country to the Tagliamento with their 
rear guards everywhere harrassing the enemy. But General Cadorna Austro-German drive. 
declares that -with the morale of his men still splendid the success of 
the invaders Tvill soon be made nil. 


Teutons Take Bridgebcads. 


On the eastern side of the Taglia- 


mento the Teutonic allies have cap- 
tured all along the -waterway from 
Pizano to Latisana, valuable bridge- 
head positions from -whicn' to operate 
against the Italians on either side of 
>the stream. No mention has yet been 
made of any attempt by the enemy to 
Vidge the stream, now at full freshet, 
' with pontoons, but doubtless strong 


efforts in this direction will be made 
as soon as sufficient artillery has been 
mobilized to give effect to this opera- 
tion. 
Should General Cadorna, however, 


decide to stand and give battle along 
the Tagliamento, choosing the Piave 
for the big battle that is to come, 
doubtless the plains of Friuli soon will 
lesound with, the hoof-beats of the 
cavalry and th.e clash of the sabre and 
witness the greatest scene of open war- 
fare that has taken, place during the 
present hostilities. Already the Italian 
cavalry has been in action to the east 
of the Tagliaments and notable work 
hi harrassing the Teutonic allied ad- 
vance has taken place. 


On the battle front in France and 


Belgium, little activity is being dis- 
played, except by the artillery of the 
opposing sides, which at 
various 


points are carrying out 
reciprocal 


bombardments. 


Germans Withdraw from Riga. 
The Petrograd war office reports an- 


other withdrawal of the 
German 


troops in the Riga region of the north 
Russian front. 
The Russians are 


keeping in contact with the German 
rear guard as they retire to prepared 
positions, and the significant statement 
is made by the- Russians that there 
are no grounds for supposing that it 
will be possible for the retreating ele- 
ments to be thrown upon any other 
front. This possibly may indicate that 
the Russians "are carrying out an op- 
eration so strong that the Germans 
will not be able to deplete their forces 
by seding reinforcements to the Ital- 
ian and eastern front. ' 


In Palestine British troops have 


captured the town of Beersheba, a 
short distance southwest of Jerusalem 
and made prisoners of 1,800 Germans 
and Arabs. They also took nine guns, 
suffering slight losses themselves in 
the operation. 


The American transport 
Finland 


was torpedoed recently while return- 
ing to the United States from the war 
zone. The vessel was damaged but 
made port under her own steam. 


Norway has protested to Germany 


against the sinking of Norwegian 
ships, saying these acts "have made a 
deep impression on the Norwegian 
people."

STOP SHORT SELLING 


OF VICIOUS NATURE 


STOCK 
EXCHANGE 
GOVERNORS 


SENSE GERMAN INFLUENCE 


New York, Nov. 1. — Measures to 


prevent "vicious" short selling in the 
stock market,^attributed in some quar- 
ters to German interests, as part of an 
organized propaganda to create pessi- 
mism, was taken today by the board 
of governors of the stock exchange. 


The action comes as the culmination 


of a protracted decline in market quo- 
tations recently of extreme violence, 
for which, short selling, whether ac- 
tually from German sou-'ces or from 
unscrupulous traders taking advan- 
tage of conditions, has been held in a 
large measure responsible. 


Today, with so called bear drives of 
this nature in evidence, stocks tumbled 
3 to 10 points and at the close of the 
market the board of governors made 
an announcement. This was that a 
resolution had been adopted requiring 
all members of the exchange to fur- 
nish at noon every day for the inspec- 
tion of tho committee of business con- 
duct, complete details regarding stocks 
borrowed and loaned or borrowed for 
customers, 
including names. 
Stock 


borrowing being the basis of short sell- 
ing, the committee will be thus en- 
abled to determine whether future 
transactions on the short side are of 
legitimate character. 


The board of governors had 
no 


other official statement to make on the 
matter, but the announcement o£ the 
official regulations, but a spokesman 
for the board intimated that the mar- 
ket had beiyi suppressed by "vicious 
selling or selling from Gorman inter- 
ests." He said that there was no in- 
tention to place a ban on' legitimate 
short selling, but that tho committee 
was invested with full authority to 
proceed against any member whoso 
operations may be open to criticism 
which might go as far as tho publica- 
tion of the names of the offenders. 


The cablegrams summarize the situ- 


ation as follows: 


"The military situation on the Ital- 


ian front is serious—it is far from be- 
ing desperate At the present moment 
having recovered from the first sur- 
prise it may be stated that our allies 
are preparing to oppose a furious re- 
sistance to the enemy at the point, 
which without doubt, General Cadorna 
has selected. It is probable that If the 
retreat should continue for a few days 
longer the Italian lesistance will de- 
velop along the Tagliamento, quite an 
important river, which descends from 
the Cerna Alps, or perhaps, if the 
Austro-Germans attack in Cernia it 
will be on the Pisza river, which flows 
westward. 


"Whatever the number of Italians 


taken prisoner, the strength of the 
army a£ General Cadorna has not been 
weakened. It must not be forgotten 
in fact that Italy has under the colors 
more than 3,000,000 men. As for the 
guns that the Austro-Germans claim 
to have been captured they only rep- 
resent the production of a few weeks 
of our allies. 


The Italian army is practically in- 


tact. Besides the French and English 
are coming to our rescue. It has al- 
ready been announced that the be- 
ginning of the council Sunday even- 
ing the French ministers were deter- 
mining the extent and nature of the 
co-operation of the allies on the Ital- 
ian front. 
This same question was 


further considered by the 
council 


Monday morning and by the war com- 
mittee which -was held at Llyse.e, M. 
Poincare presiding. The British gov- 
ernment has taken prompt measures 
to rush aid to the Italians and^all in- 
dications are that this French and 
British aid will come at the hour when 
the enemy invades the plains of Fre- 
oule. 


"Meanwhile, awaiting developments, 


Italian public opinion realizes thor- 
ougly the gravity of the hour and is 
bearing the shock with calmness and 
firmness. 


"Tho Italian press declares that the 


battle which is about to take place 
may bo the last great battle of the 
war."

Kendrick of Wyoming have passed 
unscathed through their second air 
raid experience in London. On the 
first occasion they were attending a 
dinner given at the Athenaeum club 
by the Lora High Chancellor in honor 
of the visiting congressmen, and last 
night they were asleep in their suite 
on the top floor of a substantial seven- 
story hotel when they were awakened 
by the coming of the Germans and 
the consequent bombardment. 


Senator Kenyon was the flrst to be 


aroused by the boom ot the guns. He 
jumped out of bed and hurried to Ken 
drick'g bed and shook him from his 
slumbers with the remark, "Senator, 
they are here." 


The incessant boom made further 


elucidation unnecessary. 


Iji Pajamas Senators Watch. 


Kendrick rubbed his eyes and leap- 


ed up and the two pajama clad sena- 
tors hastened to the windows which 
they threw open the better to hear 
and see. 


Below In the streets the people were 


merely obeying the police by seeking 
shelter. The senators at great risk of 
injury from flying shrapnel watched 
the spectable. 


"It was our flrst air raid experience 


at close quarters," Senator Kenyon 
told the Associated Press, "and we 
welcomed It in the sense that it nerved 
us for our coming visit to the trenches 
in France and Belgium. The thing 
that impressed me most was the forti- 
tude of the English people. 
Their 


coolness was nothing short of marvel- 
ous. 
The bravery of their women es- 


pecially excited my admiration. 
If 


the purpose of the Germans is to break 
the nerve of the English poOplo Vvhat 
I have seen convinces me that they 
have failed utterly. 


"Allied Cans* In No Danger." 


"While wo stood catching cold and 


watching the bombardment I was won- 
dering how our people would behave 
under similar circumstances. I turned 
to Kendrick and remarked that if the 
people of the United States displajed 
the same iron ncry wWch I am con- 
fident they would, the allied cause is 
in no danger." 


Senator Kendrick interrupted re- 


marking that ho had overheard women 
folks walking through tho corridors 
of tho hotel during tho raid calmly 
discussing the theatrical performances 
from which they had just returned. 


From thPir high places which over- 


looked the park tho senators had a 
good view of the gunfire although the 
moonlit sky flecked with thin clouds 
mado it Impossible to see tho Collins 
which were flying at great height.

WANT GERMAN DEFEAT 


DECLARE IT WOULD BEST INSURE 


LASTING PEACE 


New York, Nov. 1.—At a meeting 


of the executive committee of the Car- 
negie endowment for international 
peace held here today, at which there 
were present Elihu Root, Nicholas 
Murray Butler, Henry S. Pritchett, A. 
P. Montague, Austen G. Fox and 
James Brown Scott, the following dec- 
laration was unanimously adopted: 


"The trustees of the Carnegie en- 


dowment for international peace, as- 
sembled in annual meeting at Wash- 
ington, D. C. on April 19 and 20 last, 
adopted the following resolution by 
unanimous vote: 
" 'ResoUed, That the trustees o£ the 


Carnegie endowment for international 
peace assembled for their annual 
meeting, hereby declare their belief 
that the moat effectual means of pro- 
moting durable inter, ^.tional peace la 
to prosecute the war Jvgainst the Im- 
perial German government to final 
victory for democracy, .in.accordance 
with the policy declared by the Presi- 
dent of the United States.' 


"In view of recent events, empha- 


sized by the widespread intrigues of 
the German government to decleve 
and mislead the peace-losing people 
of the world, the 'executive committee 
ot the peace endowme'rit unanimously 
reaffirms this declaration and pledges 
the Carnegie endowment for interna- 
tion peace to the loyal 
support of 


those courses of action that will as- 
sure early, complete and llnal victory 
for the amis of the allied forces. The 
path to durable international pea.ce on 
which the peace loving nations of the 
world would so gladly enter is now- 
blocked by the blind relianeo of Ger- 
many upon the invincibility of Ger- 
man military power and upon its ef- 
fectiveness as an instrument of inter- 
national policy. 
This reliance must 


bo broken bef01 o another 
effective 


step can be taken to secure interna- 
tional peace It can only be broken by 
defeat.

Attorney Smith asserted the indict- 
ment was ono of the most important 
obtained in recent years, as Wallack 
had mado a complete confession which 
Undoubtedly would result in all the 
men involved being arrested. 


Wallack had eight "slaves" in his 


pay, each o£ which was required to 
show earnings of $140 a week, halt of. 
which was given to him. Ho told the 
police that some of the women in each 
o- tho "dives," used knock-out diops 
as an aid in robbing their 
victims. 


Other methods employed to obtain 
money was to ask their victims to 
place their cash and \aluables in a 
cardboard box painted to resemble a 
sale.

Library to be Erected for Stamford 


Seminary aiia Union Free School— 
Mount TJtsaynJitlia Given to Tillage 
—Other Bequests. 
Stamford, Nov. 1.—The will of the 


late Dr. S. E. Churchill contains many 
bequests that show how the love for 
Stamford was with him to the last of 
his days. 
The public notice of the 


contents of the will is naturally a 
source of interest to people outside of 
this section as well as the inhabitants 
who have known him for the many 
years past. 


The document provides for the erec- 


tion of a building upon the easterly 
plot of ground at the Hamilton hotel 
to be erected and maintained as a. lib- 
rary building for the use of the Stam- 
ford seminary and "Union Free school 
and for historic and civic purposes.

LEnERFROMAMBULANCEDRIVER 


John G. Hopkins Writes Interestingly 


of Air Raid over France to Sister, 
Mrs. Morris Osteriiondt. 


The following letter was received 


from John G. Hopkins, who is serv- 
ing with an ambulance unit in France: 


At (T) France, 


Sept. 30, 1917. 


My dear Sister: 


My ears are full of the hum of air- 


plane motors and the distant boom of 
guns, and I'm having1 difficulty in fix- 
ing my attention on this "scrap of 
paper" 
There are two captive bal- 


loons In sight atid they help to draw 
my eyes away from the subject at 
hand. It is an almost perfect day— 
warm and bright. I've been up here 
for two hours on one of the gently 
rolling hills, common in this vicinity, 
and have just succeeded in 
getting 


tUla one letter started. 


Half a mllo to my left Is the little 


village where we have our 
canton- 


ment, all tucked away almost out of 
sight, after the manner of French vil- 
lages. A mile straight in front of me 
is another village with a curious old 
cathedral, beautifully located on the 
tcp of an abrupt, high hill. It was 
started in the twelfth century and was 
planned to be quite a grand, affair, but 
probably because of the failure of the 
money supply, it was hardly a quar- 
ter completed, and now stands with a 
loL of arches, intended 
for 
interior 


ones, hanging out from the walls of a 
small central room which has been 
temporarily roofed over. 
It Is only 


one of a great number of varied and 
Interesting things to be seen through- 
oat this beautiful country. 


So far my duties have been very 


light. Our section has been attached 
to a division of troops which Is now 
on "rcpos" or rest. 
They have seen 


some hard fighting, so they will un- 
doubtedly bo kept on "repos" for some 
time. It is idle to speculate on that, 
however, as we, like all other troops, 
know not what the next move will be 
until the moment for Its execution. 


You must ask mother for my letters 


to her. I think they will give quite a 
complete account of my movements 
to date. 
Our "Syracuse unit" shared 


the fate 
of 
several 
other 
similar 


"nnlts," and has had to become a lot 
of scattered fragments. 
With 
our 


section there are 14 of the Syracuse 
unit, nil congenial, and about 10 of 
the "old" men from the original sec- 
tion. It is better so, I think. About 
22 of the unit, including myself, were 
sworn into the federal army on Sept. 
17 at training camp. We still continue 
to &erxe with the French armies for 
an indefinite period, as the federallz- 
Ing of the whole ambualnce service iv 
not complete. 


Tuesday, Oct. 2. — Might as well 


finish this letter now, I guess. Am nov, 
stationed about eight kilometers from 
our cantonment on a- duty period of 4S 
hours—ha\o about 20 hours yet. That 
doesn't mean that we get no sleep dur- 
ing that time, but we are subject to 
call at any time. My actual driving 
time has been about five hours so far. 
There are t\\n of tin here. 


Saw an air raid by "boscho" avlons 


Sunday night. It \vas quite spectacu- 
lar with rockets, shrapnel and mitrail- 
leuse (machine guns) all 
going 
at 


once, .and now and then an Incendiary 
shell that leaves a wake of sparks 
which would sot fire to the planes if It 
passed through them. 
The raiders 


generally fly very high, probably 10,- 
000 feet or more and are absolutely 
invisible in the brightest of moonlight, 
though they must be able to see ob- 
jects below them quite plainly, such as 
roads, rivers and towns. 
One bomb, 


evidently aimed at a hospital, com- 
pletely destroyed a house, killing 
three civilians, so I heard, which was 
tho only damage I have heard of. At 
ono time there was more or less Inter- 
est, excitement or something of the 
sort, when one of the avlons came al- 
most directly over our cantonment, 
quite low, with shrapnel bursting all 
around him, apparently, and sounding 
near enough to be seen, 
but 
we 


couldn't get n, glimpse of him. He was 


probably much farther off than he 
seemed. 


Believe me, anyone stationed here 


has a. good chance to use their French. 
I haven't encountered, anyone yet who 
could speak anything but the most de- 
crepit English (which exactly equals 
my French). It is lots of fun. I've 
been studying my dictionary but feel 
the need of a grammar more. 


Guess I'll have to ring off. I expect 


to get lots of letters, so I'll have to 
write lots. Letters are about the most 
welcome of girfs. Don't send mail to 
Rue Haynouard, Paris, but to just my 
name, then S. S. U. 65, Convols Autos, 
par B. C. M., Paris. We are having 
most perfect weather and almost a. 
picnic now.

was not heeded and according to 
Stimpson he maintained a speed from 
40 to 45 miles an hour. The car had 
just passed the single rig of Frank 
Fenton of Wells Bridge with whom 
were his two sons, Harry and Arthur 
Fenton. 
Their horse slipped on the 


macadam, and they are inclined to be- 
lieve that Bolles turned to look at the 
horse. In any event the car swerved 
to 'the north side of the road and 
•when he turned it quickly -into the 
center of the road he applied the 
brakes and the car skidded along ap- 
parently for some distance and when 
crosswise of the highway overturned 
sideways and while the front end re- 
mained at about the same place it 
righted itself, changing ends, with its 
left side resting upon the guard fence 
about the culvert with the left rear 
wheel suspended in the air.

Otego and near the right front wheel.

PPLES AND BICE.—Stew parefl 


and cored apples over a slow firo 


. 
with a little pov^ved ginger, 


cloves, a bit of lemou 1^1 and som« 
brown sugar. Boil one-fourth pound 
of rice 'with, two cupfuls of milk, two 
tablespoonfuls of butter and four ta 
blespoonfuls of sugar. Make It Btifl 
enough to put round a dish. Put the 
apples in the center and. pour over 
them a custard made •with the yolks ol 
two eggs. Beat the whites of the eggs 
to a still froth, adding a pinch of salt, 
pile this over all, sprinkle lightly with 
sugar and bake a nice\llsrit brown. 


Apple Pudding.—Peel, core and slice 


sufficient apples to fill a baking dish. 
Butter the dish thickly and put In tho 
apples in layers, alternating them with 
stale cake crumbs and a little melted 
butter, using two tablespoonfuls of the 
latter to one pint of apples. Let tho 
last layer be a thick one of cake crumbs 
and put !n a moderately hot oven un- 
til the apples are tender. Then beat 
together two eggs and two tablespoon- 
fuls of sugar (more should be added 
If the apples are very tart), add one 
cupful of cream and pour it over the 
apples. 
Return to the oven^until a 


ricli gold color. Serve with cream. 


Apple SUerbet—Boil four cupfuls of 


apples in two cupfuls of water until 
soft. Mash through a sieve. Add tho 
juice of one orange and one lemon, 
one-half pound of sugar and four cup- 
fuls more of water. Beat well nnd 
freeze. 
'When of the consistency of 


snow add the beaten white of one egg 
and finish freezing. 


Apple Pancakes. — Put four table- 


spoonfuls of flour Into a bowl with n 
pinch of salt and a little sugar. Stir 
these well together and form them Into 
a stiff batter with three well beaten 
eggs nnd a little milk. The batter 
must be stiffer than for ordinary pan- 
cakes. Peel four or five appTes and 
chop very small- Mis with the batter 
and fry In the usual way.
